Damages worse than 
last year, organizers say

Grant Park had a serious hangover from Lol- 

lapalooza— but it’s been worse. 

Just less than half an inch of rainfall was re- 
ported Sunday in the South Loop, according to 
National Weather Service meteorologist Casey 
Sullivan. It was enough to pelt fans who danced 
in the muddy pits of Grant Park, leaving fields 
in worse shape than last year, organizers said. 

“Due to heavy rains on Sunday we’re seeing 
more damage to portions of the park than in 
2013,” Lindsay Hofftnan, of LoUapalooza pro- 
moter C3 Presents, said in an emailed statement. 

Parts of the park will reopen this week once 
equipment from the three-day festival has 
been removed, said Bob O’Neill, president of 
the Grant Park Conservancy Areas that need 
to be repaired will be roped off, he said. 

The Chicago Park District said it usually 
takes three to four days for C3 staff to load out 
its equipment, staging and trucks. After that, a 
damage assessment can be made, park district 
spokeswoman Jessica Maxey-Faulkner said. 

On Simday night, the sHckmud of the softball 
fields, home to Perry’s stage— west of Colum- 


bus Drive and south of Balbo Drive— became 
an obstacle course for revelers as they exited 
Chance The Rapper’s set. Potholes and pud- 
dles at the street curbs became makeshift foot 
baths, leaving a trail of wet earth that extended 
past Grant Park’s exits and into the Loop. 

So how bad is the damage from this year’s fest? 

“The damage isn’t as bad as the year it stormed 
and a lot of rain came down,” O’Neill said. 

That was in 2011, when three inches of rain 
soaked festgoers and the price tag skyrocketed 
to at least S8oo,ooo to fix up the park. The 
following year, the festival briefly was evacu- 
ated because of severe weather. 

This year, the damage was contained to the 
turf mainly at Butler and Hutchinson fields in 
Grant Park, where big acts and headliners per- 
formed on large stages, O’Neill said. 

The park grounds get trampled every year 
when it hosts 300,000 concertgoers for the 
three-day fest, but the damage gets exacer- 
bated by wet weather. 

“When it rained, it got a little more dam- 
aged because the soil is more vulnerable to 
getting tossed,” he said. 

The landscaping, bushes and gardens were 
fenced off so those areas weren’t damaged 
as much, he said. The turf will be the easiest 


and least costly to repair, he said, as some of 
it grows back and the improvements include 
aeration and seeding of the park and new sod. 

Last year, the Chicago Park District estimat- 
ed the cost to repair the fields at Grant Park 
at $210,000 to $220,000. C3 Presents was re- 
sponsible for picking up the biU. 

The work, which started last year a couple 
of days after the fest, included mulch removal 
and soil replacement. 

“We win not know the full extent of the dam- 
age until all stages and activations are loaded 
out, at which point we will do a thorough walk 
through with the Chicago Park District to as- 
sess the damage and create a remediation plan 
that will leave Grant Park at or better than its 
pre-festival condition,” Hoffman said. 

C3 Presents also pays for additional im- 
provements to Grant Park, such as new trees, 
bushes and gardens, leaving the park in better 
condition, O’Neill said. 

Meanwhile, a few street closures remain. Jack- 
son Boulevard from Columbus Avenue to Lake 
Shore Drive will remain closed through Wednes- 
day Balbo Avenue from Columbus to Lake Shore 
Drive will remain closed through Thursday

“Obama’s daughter is here,” people 
tried to get a glimpse, Lomas said. 
“Everyone was trying to get in to see 
her, but those Secret Service guys just

From pizza to pierogi, Chicago has plenty 
of food trucks, but a fashion truck? Not so 
much, untilTfuckshop opened its doors at 
various street festivals this summer. The mo- 
bile boutique carries colorful women’s cloth- 
ing, jewelry and bags all hand-picked by owner 
Ashley Volbrecht. 

Though her retail approach may be unconvention- 
al, Volbrecht’s determined to start a new shopping 
movement in the Midwest, making stops at fests, flea 
markets, private parties and college campuses in Illi- 
nois, Kentucky and Ohio. Her store on wheels allows 
her to introduce her clothes to a wider audience than 
a permanent storefront, and because there’s a sense of 
urgency, the clothes sell fast. “We’re here today gone 
tomorrow,” she said, adding that she rarely restocks 
inventory and turns over merchandise every two 
weeks. “We’re super-choosy in the items we carry and 
we price things low to begin with.”

Maaic for Jenny Lewis 
with The Voyager’

Jenny Lewis vowed she’d never return to the 
San Fernando Valley at least not to live. 

The area was too closely linked to her 
childhood in Van Nuys— to her experience 
as a young actor and to her complicated 
relationship with her parents. And it was too far 
from the Eastside neighborhoods where Lewis 
later established herself as an important figure 
in L.A.’s music scene. 

Yet there she was on a recent afternoon, 
sitting in the dining room of her hillside home 
in Studio City, the place that lured her from 
Silver Lake a few years ago. 

‘As soon as I bought it, I had a panic attack,” 
she said of the house. “I remember pitching an 
AeroBed in the living room and thinking, ‘This 
is the worst mistake I’ve ever made. I’m back in 
the Valley’” 

It’s nerve-wracking, perhaps, but 
confronting old troubles is precisely what 
Lewis, 38, does on her superb new solo album, 
“The Voyager,” which came out Tuesday to rave 
reviews. Failed romances, Rilo KUeys breakup, 
the death of her estranged father— the singer 
addresses them all in songs that blend bruising 
introspection with a sly sense of humor. 

“Jeimys songwriting skills are right up there 
with the best,” said producer Lenny Waronker. 
“This could be a record that reaches out to lots 
of kinds of people.” 

Lewis, who performed at Lollapalooza on 
Sunday dismissed the idea that she’d blazed 
some kind of trail for artists eager to move 
beyond indie rock’s famously disheveled 
vibe. She also seemed imcomfortable 
with the notion that “The Voyager” 
represents a bid for a larger audience. 

But there’s no denying the care she put 


into the record. Some of the songs on “The 
Voyager,” she said, date back several years to 
right after Rilo Kileys dissolution in 2011; 
she’d recorded “tons of versions” in various 
settings but wasn’t satisfied with the results. 
(During this time, she was also suffering from 
what she called severe insomnia, an experience 
she describes in the album’s opener, “Head 
Underwater.”) 

Finally, Lewis took up with alt-country 
singer-songwriter Ryan Adams at his Pax-Am 
Studio in Hollywood. There they remade 
the tunes in an effort to capture a wide-open 
quality that didn’t feel generic. 

“I needed an outside person to help me get 
there,” Lewis said, in part because (unlike her 
previous solo records) “The Voyager” had 
no clear-cut recording concept. Rather than 
taking pains to differentiate the music from 
Rilo Kdey, she was simply trying to “make the 
best possible record I could 
make.” And within 
minutes at Pax-Am, 
she said, “I knew 
that this had 
that magic.”

Chris Pratt could have just stuck with his 
humorous sidekick roles and indulged in the 
eating and drinking that accompanies marital 
bliss with wife and fellow actor Anna Paris. 

But then a door unexpectedly opened to a 
lead role as Peter QuiU in Marvel Studios’ new 
movie franchise “Guardians of the Galaxy” 
a big-budget, humor-filled outer-space 
adventure that opened in theaters Friday 
With a more buff physique than his 
doughy character Andy Dwyer on “Parks 
and Recreation,” Pratt combines cocky and 
dorky into an unlikely leader of a band of 
outcasts bent on saving the galaxy 

How did you deal with the big responsibility 
of establishing a franchise for Marvel? 

Most of the responsibility falls on James 
Gunn as our director and trusty leader. 

James was the perfect guy to do it because 
he is a huge fanboy himself He was able to 


guide us in terms of justifying certain things. 
He will say “You can’t do that, that wouldn’t 
make sense.” And I say “There’s a talking 
raccoon standing next to me. Why does that 
make sense?” And he’s like, “Trust me!” And 
so I did. 

Did you have any doubts about taking on 
this role? 

Yes, I did. The casting director contacted 
my manager a couple of times before I was 
willing to go in and read for it. At the time, 
it was a little cloudy in terms of defining 
myself as an actor. I didn’t know who I was 
and what I was capable of doing. I had done 
a lot of sidekick characters, I had put on a 
lot of weight over the eight years I had been 
with my wife. We’d been in love and eating 
fabulous foods and drinking wine, and I was 
getting more work than before by playing 
the schlubby sidekick characters. 

I had been embarrassed doing auditions 
where I was 35 or 30 pounds overweight, and 
I wasn’t mentally or physically sharp. Like 
“G.I. Joe,” I could see their eyes glaze over
